He says: "The 
mineral outlook of the State is mos 
encouraging. 
While the annual gold 


and silver product of irhat is known as 
th» Comstook mines, has beau steadily 
decreasing with the exhaustion of the 
great ore body in the California sue 
Consolidated Virginia mines, the less 
prominent mining districts in other por 
tions of the State, hare so assisted in 
•welling the "aggregate yield of the 
precious metals that the mining indus- 
try of the State still continues to be o 
paramount: importance. Every moun- 
tain range in the State contains mints 
of gold and silver of greater or less 
value, and the steady efforts of the 
prospector are almost daily bringing to 
light development n«\r and itnportau 
mineral deposits. 
But with alt the wealth extracted from 
our mines,kthe people of ^Nevada to-day 
are poor. This statement, startling as 
it may be to non-residents of the State, 
ia a fact. 
The explanation is simply 


this: Not a dollar of the uet proceeds o: 
our miuos is invested in the State. Th» 
city of San Francisco hns been the 
principal recipient of Nevada's miner a 
wealth. 


Mining corporations leave no monu- 


ment of their wealth with us, while 
railroad corporations, with grasping 
avarice, continue to exact their pounc 
of flesh. No wonder the State is poor 
With a vast area of territory rich in 
precious metals and mineral deposits o: 
valuable particles of commerce, nch in 
agricultural snd grazing lands, rich in 
the intelligence, enterprise aud energy 
of her people, »nd yet poor in a pecuni- 
ary sense, When tainted with being 
poor, as Nevada frequently is, it is well 
enough to let the world know the cause 
of her poverty. 


Kallrond Statistics. 


The growth of the railway system el 


the United States has been wonderful. 
The combinations formed make it one 
of the great powers of ths country. 
Everything pertaining to the business is 
of public interest. Until this year, 
Poor's Manual has been the only author- 
ity onrrailway statistics. For years this 
Annual has been accepted without criti- 
cism. 
Having no opposition, it is 


•questionable whether as mnoh pains 
has been taken of lato as the subject 
demands. 
The San Francisco Bulletin 


is informed that a new compilation of 
railway matters is in course of prepara- 
tion by the proprietors of Bullion, a 
statistical journal published in New 
"York. This will ahow, among other 
things, the relation of railroad earnings 
and piospects to prices of securities, as 
well as the relation of railroads to the 
citizen, A little rivalry ot this kind 
will undoubtedly result in a better class 
of railway statistics in the future.

VaHlts Are Full to Overflowing-. 


Secretary Folger has addressed a let 


tor to Speaker Keifer relative to th 
amount of silver coin on hand and th< 
facilities for its safe keeping in the sub 
Treasury offices, showing urgent neces 
sity fox providing additional vaultroom 
at once for storing silver or for disoon 
tinuiug the coinage of standard silve 
dollars. 
Since the Act waa passed 


February 28th, 1878, authorizing th 
coinage of standard silver dollars, new 
vaults have been built expressly for 
storing them at the following-namec 
offices: In the year 1878, New York sub 
Treasury, San Francisco, Philadelphia 
in the year 1880, San Francisco, Balti 
more, Philadelphia; in the year 1882 
San Francisco Mint and San Francisco 
sub-Treasury. .These vaults are now 
practically filled, some of them to thei 
utmost capacity. Under the law ther< 
must be coined at the mint at least $2, 
000,000 worth of standard silver dollars 
monthly. Unless the law is lepealei 
before Congress adjourns this session 
provision must be made for the storagi 
of this year's coinage, say $27,000,000 
less the amount put in circulation. The 
increase in circulation of standard silver 
money between November 1, 1881, anc 
November 1, 1882, is less than a million 
and a half. gThe amount coined in th< 
same time was $27,772,075. The mosl 
serious difficulty is to be experienced in 
affording relief to the San Francisco 
sub-Treasury. The amount reported on 
hand January 11, 1883, in Standard sil- 
ver dollars was $14,414.000; fraction* 
silver, $7,374,606; total silver, $21,788, 
606, or about 628 tons. Both new vaults 
built for the purpose, are now abou 
full, and the Assistant Treasurer re 
ports there is no further space availabli 
in his office for building another vault 
The only relief, therefore, that can be 
given is the transfer to some sub-Treas 
ury East, at a cost of ten thousand dol 
lars for the transportation of each mill- 
ion transferred. 
There is not a suffi 


ciont appropriation available for |the 
payment of the transportation of the 
amount requued to be transferred in 
order to properly relieve that office, nor 
are the sub-Treasury offices in the East 
in a condition^to receive that amount, 
as shown by the accompanying reports 
of the seveial officeis. 
The amount in 


the Treasury Jaauary 1st, 1883, of 
standard silver dollars.-was $94,016,842 
fractional silver, $26,521,692; total bil- 
v«r, $114,538,534, or about 3,500 tons 
In view of the facts stated above and 
the reports herewith inclosed, it is ap- 
parent this Congress should either dis- 
continue the coinage of standard silver 
dollars or make suitable appropriations 
for building additional vaults in the 
East, and for the transportation of sil- 
ver coin from Han Francisco.

Judicial Purposes. 


Ia a conversation with Hen. U. D. 


Foley the Eureka Sentinel reporter ob 
toiuecMroiu/vhiai the,, main features of 
the bill which ie has introduced, and 
which he feels'assured will pass, to re- 
district the Stats for judicial purposes. 
It provides for a constitutional amend- 
ment, to be submitted by the Legisla- 
ture.to popular vote at the next general 
election, whereby the District Judges of 
Nevada will ait together .twice a year and 
constitute the Supreme Court of the 
State. The first term beginning Jan. 1 
each year to be at the Capital, and the 
term beginning July 1 to be held at Eu 
reka. The bill reduced the number 
of 
Judicial 
Districts to 
fiva, 
as 


follows: First Judicial District to com- 
prise Storey, Lyon and Washoe coun- 
ties; second, Ormsby, Douglas and Es- 
meralda; third, Humboldt and Elko; 
fourth, Lander, Nye and ChnrohiH; 
fifth, Eureka, White Pine and Lincoln. 
The bill provides that the Judges shall 
hold offices for 12 years (which will be 
amended to 10} and that they shall be 
elected by the voters of the State at 
large, each Judge to be eligible, how- 
ever, only as a resident of the district 
over which, if elected, he would preside. 
All oases affecting exclusively the citi- 
zens of the eastern counties of the State 
shall ha heaid by the Supreme Court en 
bauo at Eureka, and all cases affecting 
exclusively the people of the western 
counties shall be adjudicated at Carson. 
Each Judge shall receive $'i,OOQ per an- 
num and his actual traveling expenses 
goiug to aud returning from the sessions 
of the Court, exclusive of traveling,«x- 
penses. This will make the total salary 
of the Supreme aud District Judges (for 
they are to perform the functions of 
both; $30,000 per annum. 
There will 


be no expense for a Clerk, as the bill 
provides that the Clerk of the county in 
which the Supreme Court hold its ses- 
sions shall act as ex-gffioio Clerk of the 
Supreme Court. The aggregate cost of 
the judicial department as now consti- 
tuted in the State Supreme Court and 
Districts Courts is $70,000 a year in 
round numbers. Hence the very pleas- 
ing feature is presented of n saving of 
about, $10,000 to the people of the State 
per annum. This is a very cousidei-a- 
ble saving to be mad* at one stroke, 
and it is not objactionabla ou the 
ground of impairing the efficiency of 
the Judicial Department, A number of 
prominent lawyers favor it very warmly, 
because they think the system an im- 
provement on that which holds now, 
besides, of course, recognizing it as an 
important measure of economy. Judge 
Rising, Mr. Foley tells us, drafted thv 
bill for him, and is a strong advocate of 
its passage.

A Denver special says that transcon- 


tinental travel will soon have a great 
variety of roads from which to choose, 
each with its peculiar claims for scenic 
grandeur and differing widely in their 
characteristics.

This line 
loaves the Union Pacific at Granger, 
about 300 miles west of Cheyenne, and 
following a general northwestern direc- 
tion, joining the Utah and Northern at 
McCumrnon Junction.

line for 22 miles to Pocatelio, it there 
branches to the westward crosses Great 
Snake river at American Falls, and then 
follows an air Hue across the lava beds 
to Boise valley and thence to Baker 
City, Oregon, where junction will be 
formed with the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company, and a new line 
will be opened to Portland and Pnget 
Sound.

The Bannocks Talking War. 


From Indian Agent Mayhugh, who ar 


rived from the Indian 
Reservation 


which is located about 100 miles north 
of Tusoarora, the Elko Free Press? gatb 
ers the following interesting items con 
cerning the Indians under his -charge 
also those near Fort Hall, Idaho: 


There are now over 300 Indians at hi 


reservation, besides those working ia 
the immediate vicinity. They are all in 
excellent health, happy and contented 
They have plenty to eat, good shelter 
and warm clothing., In faot they don' 
seem to care whether "school keeps or 
not." 


A short time since Judge Mayhugh 


heard that the Bannoqks at Eort Hall 
Idaho, were getting somewhat un«as; 
and dissatisfied, and were liable to cause 
serious trouble. He sent three of Jais 
most trustworthy Indians over to For! 
Hall to investigate. 
The three braves' 


Captain .Charley, Captain . Buck ant 
Geoige Washington, ,w*nt ,4he*e>, pre- 
sumably on a friendly visit, and on 
their return informed Agent Mayhngh 
that the Bannocks "heap talk bad 
leap want-urn fight; hold council every 
night and heap talk• warpath." They 
jave a detailed account of all they saw 
and heard, and were fully impressed 
with the idea that the Bannocks are 
preparing for a raid in the Spring, i 


It seems that there is considerable ill- 


feeling between the Bannocks and Sho- 
shones, caused by the former setting fire 
;o the flour mill at Fort Hall, about a 
month ago, in which the Shoshoues 
nad a large amount of wheat, flour and 
bran. They are also mad because the 
Shoshones won't join in a raid, and it 
is reported that they are likely to go on 
the warpath against them, and in their 
travels are very liable to take in all the 
isolated ranches and cattle ranges found 
on their route. 


As soon as Mr. Mayhugh was satisfied 


that there was trouble brewing he in- 
formed the department at Washington 
that an eye had better be kept on the 
Bannocks. Whether they jvill heed the 
warning before it is too late remains to 
be seen.
